No oth er great crop has so many 
diversified uses as Jndian corn, and 
th is diversity witti th e diversity to i 
which it leads, is largely th e reason 
why it forms the foundation of our 
agricultural prosperity, says Clarence 
H. M atson in th e Saturday Evening 
Past. 
T he farm er has no use for his w heat 
except to sell It, and it is either ground 
directly into flour or it is exported and 
ground abroad. 
T he cotton grower of th e south can 
not uitilize his crop him self. 
He has 
no choice but to sell it, and it goe9 in­ 
to th e cotton mills. 
B ut w ith corn it is different. 
Tbe 
corn grower sells little of his product. 
T he money centers do not figure ou 
furnishing funds “ to move th e corn 
crop” each year, as they ao cotton 
and w heat. 
The greater part of the 
corn crop is kept by cue farm er him ­ 
self, and when it goes to m arket it 
goes “on th e hoof.” 
Millons of cattle 
aud sw ine and sueep are fattened on 
it and furnish to th e people of th e 
earth th e muscle and sinew which 
comes from eating m eat. 
W hile m eat is th e principal end of 
m ostnom , its uses for other purposes 
are alm ost legion, 
A considerable 
am ount is ground into meal and is 
served on tb e tables of Am erica each 
m orning as corn bread or cakes 
I t forms tbe principal constituent 
in some of num erous breakfast foods 
which the A merican people consume. 
A large am ount of the spirits m anu­ 
factured in America comes from corn, 
and m uch of tbe starch also. 
Several million bushels are canntd 
each year for food for th e hum an race 
during the w inter m onths, 
Pipes are made of the cobs, which 
are also valuable as fuel. 
G reat quantities of syrup are m anu­ 
factured from the stalks when green, 
as the juice is rich In sugar. 
Ti e by products from th e grain are 
many; a gum which is useful in con- 
fecti ns and paste; corn oil, used as a i 
salad dressing: another oil which can | 
be used fot illum inating or as a lubri­ 
cant; a kind of vulcanitea rubber, and j 
num erous stock foods.

SUPPLY MUCH LESS THAN DEMAND 


Makes the Fudg e Parties and 
Pulls Unpopular. 
Candy 


Unlessonehas been buying sugar 
thoughtfully and with a due notice of 
current prices, it is safe to warrant 
that not one housewife in a hundred 
knows the big price she is paying for 
the indispensable commodity. In re 
ality, according to those who remem­ 
ber 4 befo* de wah” sugar has not been 
so high in the winter season since the 
days of enforced taxes and short sup­ 
plies. 
Today sugar is quoted by retailers 
at # 6.50 a hundred and by wholesalers 
at such a near margain, by some # 6.24, 
th at one wonders where the profit is 
to come in. The worst of it is that 
the prediction is make that sugar will 
reach the #7 mark before v ery long, 
for it is going up slowly but surely. 
Such a notable raise in price in the 
winter when usually sugar is cheaper 
than at any other time of the year, 
and can generally be bought 20 and 21 
pounds 
for a # 1, 
instead of 
14 
and 15, is due to the failure of the crop 
in sugar producing countries. Right 
here is where the sugar beet factories 
of the United States are showing their 
v alue. If it were not for their pro­ 
duct, sugar would simply be a great 
luxury, for the supply is not, and will 
not until another crop, be in excess of 
the demand. 
I t’s too bad.* 
Winter is just the 
time for fudge parties and candy pulls, 
and the boys and girls will hav e to 
deny themselv es of the toothsome 
dainties unless the comptroller of the 
family finance does not pay strict 
heed to the grocery bills.

"You know that the nail of a person 
in good health grows at tbe rate of 
about one-six teen th of an inch each 
week—slightly more than many au­ 
thorities believe—but during illness or 
after an accident or during times of 
mental depression this growth is uot 
only affected and retarded so far us 
its length is concerned,« but also as re­ 
gards its thickness. 
The very slight­ 
est illness will thus leave an indelible 
mark on the nails which may be read­ 
ily detected as the nail grows out. 
If 
one has a sudden attack, such as acute 
rheumatism, which Bends the temper* 
1 
ature bounding upward to 104 or 105 
within the space of two or three hours, 
it will be found on the nail?« , indicating 
the difference in thickness of growth 
between the time when health was en­ 
joy ed and the thin growth of the ill pe­ 
riod. 
"If the illness is one that comes grad­ 
ually . like ty phoid lever, for example, 
Instead <>f n ridge a gentle incline 
will appear on the nails. 
Should one 
hav e an arm broken tbe thick ridge 
can be seen only on the lingers of the 
one hand, but in all cases of general 
sickness the ridge or slope appears on 
the Angers of both bands. 
When one t 
has passed through a period of extreme 
excitement or mental depression, the 
fact will be imprinted on the nails ei­ 
ther With au abrupt edge or a gentle 
slo pe, according to the acuteness of 
tbe mental influence. 
"In no instance can the marks of ill­ 
ness, accident or mental condition he 
clearly seen on the nail until after the 
growth has carried the line bey ond the 
white or half moon portion of it, but a 
week or two subsequent to any of these 
things the ridge or slope may be found 
on the nails, usually readily visible to 
the ey es, but if not the mark may be 
found by running the tip of the finger 
down any of the nails.” —St. Louis 
Globe-Democrat.
